voluntarily wished to contribute aud 
that the funds would he raised by pop 
ular subscription. 
T h e D em ocra ts would not a ccept the 
proposal offered by th«* Republicans 
without the removal of the cla ns 
and 
Ice Republica ns would not a ccept th« 
proposition of the D em ocra ts without 
such a provision. 
Seeing that any a t­ 
tempt to force the issue would result 
in a disa greem ent and defeat the pur 
pose for which the com m ittees were 
appointed, the question was not put 
to a vote, hut was referred to a joint 
eocnmittce of four m em bers from each 
party, who were instructed lo report 
at a meeting of the whole com m ittee 
next Sa turda y afternoon.
